SUPERINTENDENT 


In front of me on my desk are the original minutes of the first meeting of the 
Madera Union High School Board of Trustees, dated July 11, 1903. It was on this 
date that “our high school” was officially and legally brought into existence. The 
first course of study adopted was a commercial course, and the first classes were 
conducted in the basement of the courthouse. The first school building was con- 
structed for approximately thirty thousand dollars with the provision that “Ray- 
mond granite be used in the construction whenever called for.” 


Now, sixty years later, ‘our high school” spreads over a fifty-acre campus, and 
houses almost twenty-one hundred students in seventy classrooms. The total school 
plant is valued at upwards of four million dollars and is almost completely paid 
for. High school education in “our town” is a big business—-an important business— 
a vital business.

AGRICULTURE 


Modern agriculture is growing as well as changing. The great field 
of agriculture, with its farming and off-farm specialized jobs, offers 
almost unlimited career opportunities for alert, adequately trained 
young men today. 


Vocational Agriculture at Madera Union High School is a program 
of systematic instruction in agriculture and farm mechanics for 
those students who have entered or who are preparing to enter the 
industry of agriculture. The purpose of Vocational Agriculture 
is to: Help boys get established in farming, train boys for careers 
in some phase of agriculture or agribusiness, educate boys for ad- 
vancement in professional agricultural occupations by preparing 
students for colleges and universities. 


The objectives of instruction in Vocational Agriculture are to 
develop the understanding, skills, abilities, and attitudes needed to 
progress in the field of agriculture. 
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APPLIED ARTS 


The Home Economics Department is an 
important one at MUHS as there are 22 
classes held with 522 girls enrolled. A 
general homemaking course is offered in 
the freshman year after which the girl 
may specialize in Clothing or Foods or 
both. Home Economics is an excellent 
course for every young girl as the train- 
ing helps her to be a better family mem- 
ber now and later in life.
